No figures 
for the year 1909, were, said the min- 
ister, available, but it had been pos- 
sible to trace tothe efforts of the de- 
partment the advent of 6,000-new set- 
tlers in 1940 and no fewer than 15,000 
in 4944, 

or the present year there has been 
a marked falling off in the amount of 
expenditure for publicity purposes. In 
4910, there was an oullay of $36,877.49 
upon the campaign of publicity and 
colonization, During 1944, when ths 
efforts whieh have been put forth in 
past years have borne abundant fruit, 
the outlay has fallen to $28,680.75. 
During 1909, when the province first

STRAIGHT FRONTAGE - 
TAX TO DEFRAY COST 
CITY’S WATER SUPPLY 


Alderman McInnis Believes That System of Charing far Wa- 
ter Used Is Entirely Wrong—Laying of Water 
Mains Benefits Property Owners 


A new system of deriving revenue 
for the municipal water department is 
being advocated by Dr. H, L, Melnnis, 
alderman, which carries the single tax 
principle several degrees further than 
its strongest and most enthusiastic 
adherents probably even contemplated. 
Dr. MeInnis proposes that the cost of 
supplying water lo the cily of Ed- 
monton be defrayed) by a straight 
frontage tax collected as other 
and that the man who ealls each mont 
with the water bill be eliminated en- 
firely. In short the proposal of the 
doctor is a hop-step and a jump added 
to the step taken promu'gated, 
ported and advaneed by the same al- 
derman when the five cents per lineal 
foot frontage tax was levied this last 
fiscal year, Now the doctor purposes 
to carry the principle further, put on 
a straight frontage tax and not charge 
necessarily for the amount of water 
used, as af present. 

Gharge Just What It Costs. 

The alderman would aseertain the 
cost of distribution of water and the 
frontage tax would be made in propor- 
tion. Figured in’ distribution would 
be all capital charges and mainten- 
ance, overhead, and operation, An 
added inducement would be afforded 
for improving vacant real estate, it is 
argued,’ as this property tax would 
mean the man who had a vacant lot 
would pay just as much water tax as 
did the man who lived in a residence 
upon his lot and used water daily, The 
argument is that in order to provide 
wate rto the homes built it is neces- 
sary lo lay the water as well as the 
sewer main in front of the vacant lots, 
It vequires Just as much capital ex- 
pense for one as the other. The over- 
head charges are likewise the = same, 
Inaintenance is the same and operation 
proportion is only slight. With a very 
slight increase of cost the vacant pro- 
perty could be served with water, and 
revenue thereby be derived. Tt tis is 
because the only inerease cost item 
Would be pumping or operation

tionary; that is when the mains are 
once down the whole street could be 
served from that main as easily as a 
small percent of that street. 

Says It Is !njustice.

This 
means thal fen percent, ef the pro- 
perty owners along that thoroughfare 
are expected lo use enough water and 
provide enough protll to the cily to 
eventually pay the cost of the entire 
walermain and its installation besides 
inaintenance and operation expenses. 
And the tem pereent. will never do it, 
of course, <All of whiel means that 
revenue from other more thickly popu. 
lated streets must be used and this in 
turn means a larger burden for the 
individuals who consume water, On 
the other hand, it is argued, the sin- 
gle tax on frontage would distribute 
the water utility burden equally upon 
the properly and thereby cause each 
individual to pay a minimum charge. 
The man who pays from 81 to $2 
monthly for water would pay possibly 
twenty-five cents or even less. Five 
cents frontage tax this last fiscal year 
raised approximately $418,000, and fig- 
ured on this basis it is seen that 25 


cents a front foot per annum would 
bring $90,000 revenue , a sum that 
should be sufficient at present with

erected and provided with permanent 
staff of certified military pilots and 
observers, In addition to this every 
important naval harbor and_ coast 
town is provided with a special- 
ly large detachment, which, con. 
stantly hovering above the coast and 
flying out to sea, will render invalu- 
able aid as “watch dogs." 

This disposition, In case of war, will 
have a double advantage, for while 
the aerial scouts will be able to give 
early warning of an enemy's approach 
upon a strateglo position, there al- 
ways will be at hand a means of 
counteracting any attempt to destroy 
fortifications from above by moans of 
his own flying, machines, 

The cost of providing the sheds and 
other equipment is estimated for the 
first year at 82,850,000, and this 
amount will be asked In the military 
budget which is to come before the 
new Reichstag.

original producer of such commodities 
as are essential to the consumer's ifs. 
There are certain articles that all peo- 
ple require, but that make oul an espec- 
jally large part of the poor man's means 
of subsistence, suchas milk, eggs and 
potatoes, 

Now, !f there fs anything in the pres- 
ent method of production and distribu- 
tion of such commodities which tends 
to lift their prices above the figure 
that.is nomally just and reasonable It is 
a matter not only of kindness to the|s 
poor, but of duty to them to see thal 
methods of trafilo are 'go arranged that 
the nian of limited: means shall not be’ 
compelled to-pay more than-a fair and 
necessary price for: the things abso- 
lutely essential to the wellbeing of him- 
self and family. 

Consumer Pays Three Times as Much 
as the Farmer Gets. 

Take the matter of milk, for example. 
I am credibly informed that milk, for 
which the upcountry farmer receives 
but three cents per quart, is sold to 
our tenement-house people for nine 
cents, Deducting a cent and a half for 
transportation to the city, and the same 
amount for distribution inside of the 
city, there remains three cents unac- 
counted for and which we can say Is 
the amount per quart that is unreason- 
ably and unjustly wrung from the 
pocket of the poor consumer. Assum- 
ing that he uses but a single quart per 
day the fraud would. amount to eleven 
dollars in the course of a year, 

Another important item of dict 
potatocs. An article prepared with 
evident care and derived from authori- 
tative sources was recently published 
in which occurs the statement that a 
certain bushel of potatoes for which a 
Long Island farmer reculved twenty- 
five conts was sold in the city for two 
dollars and a half, having passed 
through four hands on its way from 
the farmer to the Sua! purshaser and 
consumer, There may be s0me exag- 
geration in the statement, but It is not 
all exaggeration. 

The Secretary of Agriculture reports 
that, taking farm productions in gen- 
eral, the consuiner pays three times a3 
much for them as the farmer receives. 
That is to say, that cut of every dollar 
that the poor man pays for the neces- 
saries of life sixty-seven cents of it are 
scattered along the way and stick in 
the hands of the middiemen. 

This is as much of an oulrage upon 
the rich as upon the poor, but the rich 
ean bear it and the poor cannot. The 
}whole business is a deliberate scheme 
| to implicate as much as possibie the 
work of distribution 5G that the largest 
number possible of intermediaries may 
gel a slap al the poor consumer and 

Meh from him-the ulmost attainable 
of his hard-earned dollars. 

It is encouraging lo know that a com- 
jimission has been constituted by the 
Legislature to investigate this whole 
matter of the price of food products, 
If it does throrough and sincere work 
we may expect something in th way 
of evlightenment, and, perhaps, also of 
relief.

QOUES FIGURES 


NEW BULLETIN INCREASES DOM- 
INION POPULATION BY NEARLY 
TWO MILLIONS. 


Otlawa, Dec. 20.—Another cehsus 
bulletin has been issued from the of- 
fice of the chief census commissioner. 
It gives the population of the Domin- 
jon by territorial divisions and by 
sexes, The first bulletin issued gave 
Canada a total population of 7,180,- 
000. These figures have now been in- 
creased to 7,192,338, which is an in- 
crease of 1,821,823 for the Dominion 
Since 1901, 

The columns of the bulletin giving 
the population by sexes are not quite 
complete, ten subdivisicns being still 
missing in British Columbia and = a 
couple in Saskatchewan, With these 
left oul of the bulletin shows that there 
were in the Dominion on June 1st 
last, 3,805,350 males and 8,376,937 
females, The inerease in the male 
population since 1901 has been 1,054,- 
662, while the females have increased 
by 757,330. The explanation of the 
large increase in thy inale population 
can doubtless be found in the immi- 
gration figures which show that the 
arrivals of males from Great Britain, 
the United States and other countries 
largely exceeds the influxo of females. 

It is the far West that the males 
most largely predominate, For’ in- 
stance the surplus of males over fe- 
males in British Columbia is 106,883, 
while in Saskatchewan it is 20,336, in 
Atberta 73,500. 

The unit of representation as fixed 
by the present population of Quebec 
will be 30,852, Thig ig practically the 
same ag estimated when the first cen- 
sus bulletin was issued and will not 
affect the estimates made as to the 
changes which will take place in the 
representation of the various prov- 
inces when the redistribution bill 1s 
passed. 

Many of the present constituencies, 
a majority of them in the west and in 
the eastern industrial centers show a 
population far above the unit of re- 
presentation while others are far bo- 
low tho figures,

By the passage of an amendment 
to the Calgary ordinance in the. year

Alderman 
i Ross, who apeared with a delegation 
jfrom the southern city, asked that the 
hold-up clause be repealed, He pointed 
out that while surrounding property 
holders are bearing their fair share of 
taxation, the. owners of “purely agri- 
feultural Jand," upon which horses are 
jallowed to graze while all round the 
ety is being built, are merely waiting 
for the getden harvest of unearned 
increment which must come to them as, 
through communal effort and increase 
in population realty values advance. 

When the representatives of the 
Calgary council appeared before. the
